Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/22/2008 has been entered. 

2. Claims 14, 27, 30, 33 and 36 are amended; claim 37 is cancelled; and claims 38- 
40 are newly added. Therefore, claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-36 and 38-40 are currently pending 
in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-36 and 38-40 are allowed; and they are renumbered as 2-12, 
16-37, 1 and 13-15, respectively. 

4. This communication warrants no examiner's reason for allowance, as applicant's 
reply makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as 
required by rule 37 CFR 1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of applicant's remarks 
filed on 01/22/2008 with respect to the amended claim limitations point out the reason 
claims are patentable over the prior art of record.
